431 shares of Alton preferred stock 
with the Central Trust company of 
New York.

It. was agreed that at the annual 


meeting to be held in 1905 this stock 
was to be voted in favor of two direc- 
tors named by Mr. Harriman and his 
associates and two named by Moore 
and his associates, and it was further 
agreed that at the annual meeting of 
1906 it was to be voted for one Harri- 
man director and three Moore direc- 
tors, thus giving control to the;Moore 
element, which was the Rock Island.

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GEEENS 


The list of. edible "greens" is much more varied than us- 


ually supposed. 
Beside the commonly known spinach, Brus- 


sels'sprouts, kale, lettuce, dandelion, beet greens and water 
cress, there are mustard greens,' s'orrol, chicory, "doucette," 
or corn salad, escarole, narrow dock, cowslip, horseradish, 
milk weed, rhubarb tops, purslane and pig weed. 
The table 


preparation is similar in all. There must be first a thorough 
looking over, then washing piece by piece in at least five dif- 
efrent waters. Cover with boiling water to which a half tea- 
spoonful common cooking soda has been added to preserve 
their color and cook until tender. 
A'crust of bread in the 


water in which, they are boiling will absorb much of the odor 
brought out in the cooking. When done put in a colander to 
drain, then chop and reheat la butter seasoning with- pepper 
and, if liked, a little nutmeg. 
. 


For very robust appetites a piece of fat pork cooked with 


the greens gives a seasoning that "goes to the right spot." 
They are, however, more delicate and wholesome when cooked 
in boiling water and seasoned with butter.

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HOW TO KEEP SHEER WASH 


FROCKS CRISP AND CLEAN 


By Helen Howe. 


To keen thin dresses such as organ- 


dies and muslins in good condition 
'and not have them lose all their crisp- 
ness during the summer season two 
things are necessary—plenty of tis- 
sue paper and a little 
gum in 
the 


starch. 
Quite new frocks that have 


not been laundered cannot have the 
latter, but soft paper and care in put- 
ting them away after 
wearing will 


bring the most wrinkled to pristine 
freshness as soon as the- dampness has 
dried off. 


No thin wash frock should hang. 


It wil) lose freshnejs quicker that way 
than in any other, whether ihr-ro I"1 
dampness or not. All should be fold- 
ed when put away, and in the manner 
in which this is done lies the secret of 
their continuing to look new. 


A frock That has never been laun- 


dered should be carefully shaken when 
taken oft", acd the skin laid out flat 
on the bed with the creases at The 
side, thus leaving the back and front 
lying together. 
Pull the under part 


until it Is quite without wrinkle?, and 
smooth thi? top. Have ready a twlsi 
of tissue paper the length of the skirt. 
The same twist can be used 
many 


times. Put one of these up and down 
it such a way that, one eud nf each 
twist, is at each edge of the belt with 
the .curve of the skirt projecting be- 
yond the other end at flip hem. 


Take this curve nr point and lay it 


over toward the center. 
The twist, 


you see, prevents the material from 
flattening down tr> a crease or line as 
it would without padding. Lay In an- 
other twist at each side 
and 
fold 


again, continuing to do this until the 
skirt is just the width of the drawer 
or box into which it is to go. A sim- 
ilar twist should be placed across the 
top of the skirt provided it must, be 
shortened to be laid away. In a few 
•words It may be said whenever a fold 
is made put in a sausage of tissue pa- 
per. 
This will make a wonderful dif- 


ference when the skirt is worn again, 
for there will not then be a crease in 
it. Never fold a skirt so there will be 
a Hue down the frrmt. 


The waist should be nadded by mak- 


ing the tissue paper into soft wads 
and stuffing sleeves and body. This

more than repay in the way the dress 
"keeps."

Prevention of illness for baby is 


worth pounds of cure for him, and on 
the kind of care he has in summer de- 
pends more than almost anything else 
whether or not he is 
healthy 
and 


Every effort should be made to keep 


an infant quiet, his nerves as well as 
his body. If allowed to become ex- 
cited or frightened, or to play hard, 
the blood immediately becomes heated. 
He is then not only liable to take cold, 
hut the nerves often are so strained 
hat the child gets hysterical. 


The best and safest way of keeping 


him quiet is for the mother herself to 
be so. This is true, even if it is not a 
nursing baby, for an infant is keenly 
esponsive to surrounding conditions, 
ind thev act most 
positively upon 


lira. When the parent or nurse is 
nervous and irritable, she should try 
o keep away from the child until she 
has resumed her normal placidity or 
can control herself: When she is out 
of sons little things that baby does 
vhich ordinarily would not be noticed 
vill increase her nervousness, so she

other in a manner harmful to both.

scum on the water, and it is this, 
made of the essential oils of the vege- 
tables, that causes the smell. Skim 
carefully and salt, the water for the 
tirst time. 
To an ordinary size ket- 


tle put in a. cupful of cold water. 


More scum w-jll rise almost imme- 


diately, and this, too, should be taken 
off. 
After this -there should be no 


more trouble, and there should be no 
cover on during the cooking or the 
smell will be intensified. 


Very careful cooks drop 8. piece ot 


bread into a. kettle of boiling cabbage 
and thus remove much of the cause of 
odor. The harder the bread the more 
it will absorb, if put in at the moment 
the water begins to boil. It should 
stay not more than ten or fifteen 
minutes. The whole secret, of boiling 
in this way is to cook slowly and keep 
free of scum, using no covers. 


Charcoal in the refrigerators is in- 


valuable in warm weather, as it. ab- 
sorbs odors that might otherwise be 
unpleasant or cause different foods to 
tastp. That which has been powdered 
should be used and a teaspoonful of it 
placed at. each corner of the back of 
all shelves. 
Fresh charcoal must be 


put in once a week.

.Tust when the summer sun is hot- 


test is the time amateur gardeners 
must do some of the hardest work. 
There comes near to being a between 
season in the garden now-, and weeds 
that until July did not bother

The 
cutting should be done, just above the 
joint, but the new will be. as a rule, 
or should be, from the bottom.

Most encouraginn will the amatett 


gardener find them LOW, for all shi 
can do is to grub for the next few 
weeks. The ground cannot be worked 
too often if there are hard showers 
but in doing this care must, always be 
taken not to disturb the roots, for it 
must he remembered that many fra- 
gile tendrils put out. some inches from 
the plant, and to disturb them will 
cause the main root 
to die. 
Over 


zealousness in weeding and working 
is frequently the cause of drooping 
plants. 


If for any reason weeds have de- 


veloped so "far ahead of the garden 
as to make their 
removal 
drastic 


work involving the pulling up of plant 
roots, it is well to give the place a 
thorough watering .-.fter the sun goes 
down to prevent damage. 


and at such times, if necessary to pun- 
ish, the hand should be struck or elsa 
the child should be whipped if one be- 
lieves in corporal punishment.

houses, the killing of Christians and

ians as suspected revolutionists.

plead that they were innocent, for the 
Hentchak. the organ of the so-called 
revolutionary party, hailed them as 
Hentchakists and gloried in their sup- 
posed achievements.

"When Resr.hdouni declared bold- 


ly that he was a revolutionist and 
stigmatized the other prisoners as 
accomplices, they, in alarm, invoked 
the*ald ot the British government 
and a consular agent, was sent to 
watch the trial at Angora.

was brought in chains and onca 
more he declared that he was a

tion of innocence to cowardice.

Sometimes the work of counting 


this money proves to bn a herculean 
task. Sometimes it 
requires 
from 


one toithree or four days in which to 
do the 'work. At other times it is done 
in two or three hours, it depends 
upon the condition in which the 
money comes into the treasury. 


On "the 1st of July State Treasurer 


Oscar Hartley and his deputies count- 
ed $2.000.000. 
However, the money 


was counted in about three hours' 
time for the reason that over half of 
it consisted of $1,000 hills. The rest 
was in gold and silver, and paper of 
smaller .denominations. 


When the new depository law goes 


into effect Dec. 1 the counting of the 
money in the state treasury will he 
abolished, for the money will he de- 
•positert in banks. Under the present 
law a finance board must superin- 
tend the counting. 
Any member of 


the finance hoard may enter the treas- 
ury at any time and count the money, 
if he choses. 


Office Never Closes. - 


Another fact that is not generally 


known about the state treasury is 


j that the office is never closed, or, 


in other words, it is never from under 
the watchful eye of the state treas- 
urer.

Perhaps there.is no one man m the 


state who counts more money that 
does not belong to him than Charles 
W Camp, bank examiner in the office 
of the auditor of state. Mr. Camp's 
horde is at Garrett, but he is on the 
road constantly inspecting hanks and 
reporting their condition to Auditor 
Billheimer. 
Easy to Count Money. 


Whenever Mr. Camp goes into 


bank the first thing he does is to go 
over the books and transfer the foot- 
ings to a report blank. When he has 
finished this he goes into tho vault 
and hauls out every cent that is there 
Then he sits down to count. He 
counts all of the currency, the gold 
and silver and the nickels and cents 
and Indicates on his report, when he 
is through, whether or not the actua 
cash in the vault tallies with the foot 
ings on the hooks. 
"Money is more easily counted.than 


people think," said Mr. Camp. "It is 
in most cases wrapped in packages 
and counted in that way, but often 
times we find it in bags, and it is nec- 
essary to dump all of the cash into 
one big heap and dig in.

Charges That She Cursed! One is Arrested and Others 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 17.—The 


?ffect of the new law passed by the 
ast legislature, 
providing a new 


method by which children shall be 
declared public wards and dependent 
upon the county for support, is be- 
:ng felt in many counties of 
the 


state. The law is making it. impos- 
sible for orphan asylums to collect 
from counties for dependents who 
are not public wards, as has been 
done in the past. The lesult is that 
a substantial portion of the income 
to the institutions has been removed. 
The money paid to many institutions 
by .counties in this way practically 
made them self-sustaining. 
The ab- 


sence of this income is somewhat em- 
barrassing to the institutions. 


Before the new law I^ecame effec- 


tive it lay with different public offi- 
cers to declare a child dependent up- 
on the county, but under the new 
method the township trustee, the 
truant officer, probation officer, the 
members of the Board of Children's 
Guardians or any citizen can. with- 
out personal expense, bring the case 
of any child which is destitute or 
without proper home care to the at- 
tention of the court of investigation. 
The county will pay for the mainten- 
ance of only such dependents who 
are so declared by the court. 
This 


has been the practice in Michigan, 
Wisconsin and other states. 


The fact that the larger proportion 


of children in this state are public 
wards has not been so declared by a 
court, and is due to the ease with 
which children could be turned over 
to the county to support, thereby 
enabling relatives who placed the 
children in the orphan asylums, un- 
der agreement to contribute to their 
support, to escape their natural re- 
sponsibilities. 


The law does not prevent asylums 


from taking wards from families un- 
der contract. However, willful neglect 
of duty on the part of the parents or 
other persons having control of the 
child, should such neglect make it 
necessary for the child to be declared 
a public ward, is now punishable by 
a fine in any sum not to exceed 3500 
to which may be added a jail or 
workhouse sentence. 


May Lose Old Claims. 


Many orphan asylums have claims 


pending against counties for the care 
of orphans who have been willfully 
neglected by their relatives after 
having been place in the asylums. 
Under the new law they stand in 
danger of losing the money.

great ship was rolling this way and 
that, the .boats came up. Some of the 
poor victims were covered with blood. 
Some were too exhausted even to 
look. Some were rescued only with 
their night garments, and some had 
only a blanket around them. From 
the time the Columbia was struck to 
the time she sank, it took only ten 
minutes to lay her broken bones in the 
bottom of the sea. 


"Stand back there! Stand back, or 


you will, sink their boats'" cried the 
chief officer. 
"Here, put that rope 


around this woman"! 
Now, lift this 


old man up! Now, here is a child! 
Now for the other boat!" Then the 
empty boats would go back again for 
their loads of suffering. 
Poor, poor 


things! Some of them—delicate wom- 
en—came up with only a' drenched 
cloak to shield their bodies. 
Some 


fainted dead away as they were be'ing 
hauled up. 
Some even then were 


weeping: "Oh God. my baby!'' "Oh 
Gpd, 
my husband and my children!" 


"Oh' God, my. wife and my two chil- 
dren!" It was a scene of pathos pass- 
ing all human description. 
I saw 


strong men standing there with the 
tears running down their cheeks— 
bravo women crying like babies. 


I ffave often stood in the presence of 


death, but never did I witness death 
so merciless and cmel as on that sad, 
sad day. What is the actual extent 
of the catastrophe I know not. But 
at the present writing I have been told 
that there were at least one hundred 
and five lost of the two hundred and 
twenty-five souls that the Columbia 
carried on,lx>ard. God pity the broken 
hearts of ".that night's awful 
work! 


God pity the children who have been 
bereft of their parents' love arid care! 
God pity the wrecked 
homes, 
the 


wrecked lives! 


• As a pastor and Christian preacher, 
I learned many gospel lessons from 
this heart-rending tragedy. Heroic 
deeds of self-sacrifice were revealed on 


Doran, now of blessed memory. It 
would have been a very easy matter 
for him to have saved himself. But 
he went to the captain's bridge and 
stood there. He ordered all the life- 
boats to be lowered. Then, while he 
bade others save themselves, he him- 
self wiih his own hand rang the dan- 
ger signals. While he was ringing 
those signals he seemed to be calling: 
"My passengers and crew, save your- 
selves! 
Some one must die to warn 


you; 
I am willing. Save yourselves! 


Save yourselves!" 
What a glorious 


death he died- 
Vv'hat a blessed heri- 


tage he has given to his dear ones! 
For all time his name will be 'embla- 
zoned upon the "honor list" of those 
who have given their lives in order 
that.their fellow men might live. 


The captain's heroism 
found 
its 


counterpart in the life of many a hum- 
ble passenger and sailor, in how many 
only- the great Honor Book of Heaven 
shall ever record. 
I heard of one 


woman who did not know how to swim. 
She had a life-preserver on and could 
therefore keep afloat. While the boat 
was coming to get her she grasped 
two women's skirts and clutched them 
in her teeth; then with her right hand 
she reached out and caught a sinking 
man. 
When the sailors pulled her 


into the boat, she, with her woman's i 
courage, had saved three human lives. ' 
This heroism was sometimes found in 
the most unexpected places. After all 
the survivors had been brought on 
board, the George W. Elder, a young 
girl came and sat by my side. Her 
whole life seemed to have been that 
of a frivolous social butterfly. - She 
aughed and joked. I said to myself: 
;How can any one make light oS this 
lorror?" Yet a short time afterward, 
a gentleman told me that this young 
jirl, who seemed to be out of place 
except as a creature of fun, was so 
brave that at the risk of her life she 
lad reached out of the boat and with 
ier own frail hands drawn a drown- 
ng man over the gunwale and saved 
him. 
Oh, do not tell me that this is 


a mean and selfish world! It is a 
world filled with heroes and heroines, 
when a human life is standing lace to 
'ace with death. If you had been on 
that tossing, tumbling sea to the south 
of Cape Mendocino when the Columbia 
sank, you would) have known it. 


But another fact which impressed 


me on that fatal- day was the realiza- 
tion that those who truly .suffer the 
worst suffer in absolute quietude. It 
is only the shallow brook that gurgles j 
and spjashes and makes a noise; the 
deep waters of trouble, like a great 
river, roll quietly and smoothly. Oh, 
the profound, the gloomy silence and 
yet the overpowering • sorrow of that 
sad line of haunting faces of the shir/- 
wrecked passengers and crews lying 
in the berths of the Ge&rge W. Elder 
after they reached the rescuing ship! 


I went to many of these berths and 


heard nearly everywhere the 
same 


kind of gratitude. 
To one I would 


take clothes, for many of the surviv- 
ors had nothing; to others I would 
carry food; with others I would offer 
a prayer. "Have you lost any one?" 
I asked a gentle lady whoso young 
eyes haunted me. "Yes; my baby," 
she 
answered. "Is 
your husband 


safe?" "No." she answered; "I have 
no husband; I am a widow." Yes, she 
had lost her all. Only he who raised 
up that only son of his mother, and 
she a widow, could comfort her. Yet 
there she lay, not uttering one word 
of complaint. Like a wounded animal, 
she was suffering in silence. 


I saw a man who had set sail from 


San Francisco with his wife and two 
children. Just before the 
Columbia 


sank, each, parent tooK a child. When 
the awful plunge came, the biggest 
child was snatched out of the father's 
arms. The mother and the baby never 
came up. Yet that man said, hardly a 
word. While he suffered, he suffered 
in silence. But to hear some people 
complain about their little troubles, 
you would suppose that their finite 
worries were the greatest troubles in 
all the world. Ah, my brother, when 
you go around .and advertise 
your 


grief. I am sure about one thing: the 
trouble which you have 
does 
not 


amount to much. If you had been on 
the sinking Columbia and heard the 


looking for any shipwrecked crews, 
otherwise they might have acted dif- 
ferently. 


On the night of July 20; not one of 


all the passengers and crew aboard 
the Elder had to be told how near 
death was. We all felt his presence. 
We were all saying to ourselves, "How 
would I have been prepared to meet 
my God, if my summons had come as 
it did to the passengers of the Colum- 
bia? Am I living the right life, and 
will my dear ones beyond, by Jesus' 
side, be able to greet me if I should 
now hear the call: 'This night, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee'?" 


In the evening hours of that 
day 


some of the survivors of the Colum- 
bia came to me and asked with sad 
faces: 
"Will you hold a service to- 


night in the saioon for us?" "Do you 
want it?" I asked. "Are not the people 
too high-strung and overwrought and 
sorrowful to meet at this time?" "No," 
they answered, "we want it and we 
want you to lead it." "Well, I will." 
Never was there a gathering exactly 
like it. Most of us had eaten but lit- 
tle that day. Many of us had 
not 


even washed: we were unshaved and

awful explosion when the cold waters 
touched the hot boilers, and if you had 
had your ~ife and 
children swept 


away, then you would have had a grief 
too great to parade before your fel- 
low men. 
Then, when you suffered, 


you would suffer in silence, in com- 
plete silence, in sacred silence. And 
I sometimes fear that if we persist in 
complaining about our little troubles, 
God may soon send us a truly great 
trouble in order to stop our continual 
complaint. 


But. there was another fact that im- 


pressed me about the ghastly catas- 
trophe of the fatal 20th day of July 
I felt that we might be very near to 
those who are in trouble, and yet not 
hear their cries of anguish, or 
see 


their beckoning calls, or be a part in 
their physical, mental, moral, spiritua 
and eternal rescue. We may be so 
near that we can almost 
speak to 


them; so near that we are almost 
treacling upon them. And yet, a? far 
as we are concerned, they may be a 
thousand miles—aye, ten thousand 
miles away. 


The San Pedro struck the Columbia 


about 12.15 a, m. At 12.30 the Colum 
bia sank, and her passengers and crew 
were struggling in the water. Two o 
three of the survivors showed me the! 
watches filled with water; they ha'd 
stopped about 12.30 a. m. For five long 
hours in the cold and the darkness 
the survivors floated in boats and on 
rafts, waiting for the day. The fog 
was still blinding!? heavy. About fiv< 
o'clock inH.be morning, the passenger; 
in the boats saw a large vessel loom 
up in the distance. It was only a few

But Moses tells 
lim of the great things God is going 
o do for IsraSl, and invites him to 
..hare it all: 
"Come then with us, 


and we will do thee good." Hobab is 
not convinced, and again proposes io 
return to his people. But Moses will 
not take "No" for an answer. 
He 


shows Hobab how his going may ac- 
complish great good for Israel, 
be- 


cause of his thorough acquaintance 
with the land through which they are 
o pass. Moses says to Hobab: "You 
enow where the wells of water are, 
and where we can best find -pasture 
'or our flocks, and where the robbers 
lave their dens." This second argu- 
ment appealed to Hobab. 
He was 


more ready to help than he was to be 
lelped himself. 
We are not quite 


sure Hobab 
consented to go. He 


probably returned to his people for a 
while, but at length cast in his lot 
with the Israelites (See Judges 1:16;

Let us not 
forget that affliction is God's night in 
which he leads us by the fiery pillar 
to God's morning. 


A Baron's Resources.

At five o'clock in the morning 


'. arose and went on .deck and ate 
some fruit. 
Then I returned to my 


stateroom and crawled into bed with 
my little boy. I had not been there 
more than ten minutes when I heard a 
vapid pattering of feet and- the sharp 
command of the officers. 
I again 


arose. As I looked out of the state- 
room, I said, "What is the matter?" 
Then the officer, pointing ahead, said, 
'Look!" I looked," and, oh God! I 
saw the saddest sight of my life. 
There was a small lumber boat which 
seemed to be "turning turtle." 
Its 


decks were simply swanuing -with" pea 
pie. 
Yonder were lifeboats. 
Here 


were crafts. Here were loose, floating 
lifepreservers. A collision had clearly 
taken place. But where was the othor 
ship? With that, the men, and the 
women, and the children, seeing the 
relief coming out 'of the fog-bank, 
raised a cheer of thanksgiving. But 
for us on the George "W. Elder, we 
could raise'no cheer. The scene was 
too tragic. 


Then the work of rescue. As our 


great ship was rolling this way and 
that, the .boats came up. Some of the 
poor victims were covered with blood. 
Some were too exhausted even to 
look. 
Some were rescued only with 


their night garments, and some liar] 
only a blanket around them. From 
the time the Columbia was struck to 
the time she sank, it took only ten 
minutes to lay her broken bones in the 
bottom of the sea. 


"Stand back there! Stand bacR, or 


you .will sink their boats!" cried the 
chief officer. 
"Here, put that rope 


around this woman*! 
Now, lift this 


old 'man up! 
Now, here is a child! 


Now for the other boat!" Then the 
empty boats would go back again for 
their loads of suffering. 
Poor, poor 


things! Some of them—delicate worn 
en—came up with only a' drenched 
cloak to shield their bodies. 
Some 


fainted dead away as they were be'ing 
hauled up. 
Some even then were 


weeping: 
"Oh God, my baby!1' "Oh 


God, my husband and my children!' 
"Oh' God. my wife and my two chil 
dren!" It was a scene of pathos pass 
ing all human description. 
I saw 


strong men standing there with the 
tears running down their cheeks— 
bravo women crying like babies. 


I tfave often stood in the presence of 


death, but never did I witness death 
so merciless and cruel as on that sad, 
sad day. What is the actual extent 
of the catastrophe I know not. But. 
at the present writing I have been told 
that there were at least one hundred 
and five lost of the two hundred and

What a blessed heri- 
tage he has given to his dear ones! 
For all time his name will be embla- 
zoned upon the "honor list" of those 
who have given their lives in order 
that their fellow men might live.

shall ever record. I heard of one 
woman who ditl not know how to swim. 
She had a life-preserver on and could 
therefore keep afloat While the boat 
was coming to get her she grasped 
two women's skirts and clutched them 
in her teeth; then with her right hand 
she reached out and caught a sinking 
man. 
When the sailors pulled her 


into the boat, she, with her woman's | 
ourage, had saved three human lives, 
^his heroism was sometimes found in | 
he most unexpected places. After all 
he survivors had been brought on 
ibard.the George W. Elder, a young 
girl came and sat by my side. 
Her 


vhole life seemed to have been that 
f a frivolous social butterfly. - She 
aughed and joked. I said to myself: 
How can any one make light of this 
lorror?" Yet a short time afterward, 
a gentleman told me that this young 
girl, who seemed to be out of place 
except as a creature of fun, was so 
•rave that at the risk of her life she 
.ad reached out of the boat and with 
her own frail hands drawn a drown- 
ns man over the gunwale and saved 
him. 
Oh, do not tell me that this is 


mean and selfish world! 
It is a 


world filled with heroes and heroines, 
rhen a human life is standing face to 
ace with death. If you had been on 
.hat tossing, tumbling sea to the south 
>f Cape Mendocino when the Columbia 
sank, you would) have known it. 


But another fact which impressed 


me on that fataL day was the realiza- 
tion that those who truly .suffer the 
worst suffer in absolute quietude. It 
s only the shallow brook that gurgles 
and splashes and makes a noise; the 
deep waters of trouble, like a great 
river, roll quietly and smoothly. Oh, 
.he profound, the gloomy silence and 
vet the overpowering-sorrow of that 
sad line of haunting faces of the ship- 
wrecked passengers and crews lying 
n the berths of the George W. Elder 
ifter they reached the rescuing ship! 


I went to many of these berths and 


leard nearly everywhere the same 


of gratitude. 
To one I would 


take clothes, for many of the surviv- 
ors had nothing; to others I would 
carry food; with others I would offer 
a prayer. "Have you lost any one_?" 
I asked a gentle lady whoso young 
eyes haunted me. "Yes; my baby," 
she 
answered. 
"Is 
your husband 


safe?" "No," she answered; "I have 
no husband; I am a widow." Yes, she 
had lost her all. Only he who raised 
up that only son of his mother, and 
she a widow, could comfort her. Yet 
there she lay, not uttering one word 
of complaint. Like a wounded animal, 
she was suffering in silenco. 


I saw a man who had set sail from 


San Francisco with his wife and two 
children. Just before the 
Columbia 


sank, each, parent tooS a child. When 
the awful plunge came, the "biggest 
child was snatched out of the father-'s 
arms. The mother and the baby never 
came up. Yet that man said hardly a 
word. While he suffered, he suffered 
in silence. 
But to hear some people 


complain about their little troubles, 
you would suppose that their finite 
worries were the greatest troubles in 
all the world. Ah, my brother, when 
you go around and advertise 
your 


grief, I am sure about one thing; the 
trouble which you have 
does 
not 


amount to much. If you had been on 
the sinking Columbia and heard the 
awful explosion when tbe cold waters 
touched the hot boilers, and if you hac 
had your wife and 
children 
swepi 


away, then you would have had a grief 
too great to parade before your fel 
low men. 
Then, when you suffered 


you would suffer in silence, in com 
plete silencfe, in sacred silence. And 
I sometimes fear that if we persist in 
complaining about our little troubles 
God may soon send us a truly greai 
trouble in order to stop our continua 
complaint. 


But there was another fact that im 


pressed me about the ghastly catas 
trophe of the fatal 20th day of July 
I felt that we might be very near to 
those who are in trouble, and yet no 
hear their cries of anguish, or 
set 


their beckoning calls, or be a part in 


Ma? Am I living the right life, and 
will my dear ones beyond, by Jesus' 
side, be able to greet me if i should 
now hear the call: 'This night, this 
night thy sou! shall be required of 
thee'?" 


In the evening hours of that 
day 


some of the survivors of the Colum- 
bia came to me and asked with sad 
faces: 
"Will you hold a service to- 


night in the saloon for us?" "Do you 
want it?" I asked. "Are not the people 
too high-strung and overwrought and 
sorrowful to meet at this time?" "No," 
they answered, "we want it and we 
want you to lead it." "Well, I will." 
Never was there a gathering exactly 
like it. Most of us had eaten but lit- 
tle that day. Many of us had 
not 


even washed; we were unshaved and 
unkempt. But oh. the solemnity of it! street.

"How long shall I live?" 


Then tho leaf la placed on a shelf—or in 


some place whore It Is safe from hand or 
wind—and allowed to wither up. If this 
is done rapidly the diviner's life Is num- 
bered by days or weeks, but If the pro- 
cess of withering is a long one the di- 
viner's life Is to reach the three-score and 
tea mark without doubt.

which is found in the nest of a lapwing."
